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The National Defense’ Army of Viet Nam, the regular armed forctés of the 
Viet Minh, is now organized into eight army groups of three divisions 
each. The combat strength of esch army group, not including supporting 
personnel, is approximately 8,500 men. At present, there are five army 
groups in north Viet Nem and three groups in central and south Viet Nam. 
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
